Dan 
Walk er o rdered a fu ll-scale in ­ 
v estig atio n in to DSS activ ities 
in v o lv in g h irin g p ractices. Th e 
man , wh o se iden tity was n o t re ­ 
v ealed, failed to co n trib u te 
$25 
wh en ask ed b y a fello w em ­ 
p lo y e, acco rdin g to Dav id Co n - 
sidin e, leg islativ e aid to State 
Rep resen tativ e Rich ard Mau - 
tin o . 
As Walk er serv ed as referee 
at th e ch arg e-co u n terch arg e 
sessio n , DSS Su p t. Dav id Edel- 
so n claimed th e man was let g o 
fo r failin g to tak e an ex am. “It 
mean t we were fu n ctio n in g ille­ 
g ally b y co n tin u in g h is emp lo y ­ 
m en t.” 
Ho wev er, a ch eck with th e 
p erso n n el man ag er at DSS, 
Mrs. M arg aret Tag g e, rev ealed 
th is mo rn in g th at th e man was 
b ack o n th e jo b “with o u t lo sin g 
an y wag es an d with o u t tak in g 
the ex am ,” sh e said.

Edelso n was u n av ailab le fo r 
co mmen t th is mo rn in g . Mrs. 
Tag g e, wh o said sh e was in co n ­ 
tact with th e su p erin ten den t 
earlier to day , said h e felt “it 
was imp ro p er to release an y ­ 
th in g at th is tim e— a fu ll rep o rt 
will b e made Tu esday an d fo r­ 
warded to th e g o v ern o r’s o f­ 
fice.”

ch arg ed. 
After b ein g assu red o f an in ­ 
v estig atio n b y Walk er, Co n si­ 
din e p ersisted, ask in g “If we 
do n ’t h ap p en to g et a resp o n se 
b ack we can write to th e Clerk 
o f th e U.S. District Co u rt in Ch i­ 
cag o 9 ” 
Walk er, in fu riated b y th e 


q u estio n , fired b ack to Co n si­ 
din e. “If I stan d h ere an d tell 
y o u th ere will b e an in v estig a­ 
tio n an d actio n tak en th ere will 
b e an in v estig atio n an d actio n 
tak en .” 
Edelso n , wh o to o k h is p lace 
at o n e o f sev eral micro p h o n es

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Joblessness often rises 
after recovery begins

President Ford fo recasts that 
197 5 unemplo y ment may reach eight 
per cent. The jo blessness shakes our 
great country like a rabbit caught in 
the jaws of a cobra 
TTie breadwinner's pay env elo pe 
is the most important thing in al­ 
most ev ery family . It is a cruel joke 
to say that the difference between a 
recessio n and a depressio n is when 
so mebo dy else lo ses his job and y ou 
lo se y ours. 
Any man who really wants to 
work and must support his family 
has a heartbreaking problem. He 
wades in snake pits where he is sure 
to be bitten. 
Yet. blessings be. there is more 
sunlight behind the unemploy ment 
scene than we may think—although 
that is cold comfort to the man who 
has lost his job. 
The usual unemplo y ment statis­ 
tics (and certainly the TV co mmen­ 
tato rs) fail to speak about the em ­ 
ploy ed We’re giv en merely a large 
slab of silence. Yet the emplo y ed re­ 
main clo se to the highest number in 
the history of the United States. 
In fact, we still hav e about 
twice—y es. twice—as many people 
earning at two jobs (mo o nlighting > 
as not working. 
Moreo v er, nearly 60 per cent of 
the working fo rce are in serv ice in­ 
dustries rather than in production 
industries And the serv ice indus­ 
tries hav e suffered least. 
In addition, the unemplo y ment 
impact on the family (and the eco no ­ 
my ) is widely misundersto o d. 
’ Our y outh hav e been getting 
married earlier than ev er before. 
The av erage family now has 3.7 1 
persons. And for the first time in his­ 
tory we hav e today mo re working 
wiv es than single girls. Working 
wiv es now co nstitute a full and 
amazing one-fifth of our entire 
working force. 
Countless working wiv es work for 
many , many reaso ns other than 
earnings. The effect within the 
household (or on the eco no my ) when 
a working wife lo ses her job is v ery 
different than when the breadwinner 
lo ses his; a fact o bscuring the co nse­ 
quences of to day ’s statistics. 
On the oth^r side of the emplo y ­ 
ment picture, I would be immensely 
surprised if a renewed surge fo r­ 
ward substantially reduced unem­ 
plo y ment. 
jo blessness no rmally go es up— 
not do wn—after the turn in the re­ 


cessio n. 
We had a v ery serio us recessio n 
during the J ohn F, Kennedy y ears in 
1960-61. Throughout most of i9 6 0, un 
emplo y ment stood where it is today . 
Ev en as late as May , 1961, it was 
up—not down—to well ov er to day ’s 
sev en per cent. 
In fact, in J uly —fiv e months af­ 
ter the reco v ery started—unemplo y ­ 
ment still clung about sev en per 
cent; still far higher than at the bot­ 
tom of the recessio n. 
This is the unemploy ment pat­ 
tern, not the ex ceptio n. 
We had serio us recessio ns in 195 3- 
5 4 and again in 195 7 -5 8 . The unem­ 
ploy ment pattern was identical in 
both. J o blessness was higher afte r - 
after—these recessio ns than during 
them. 
In fact, y ou hav e to go all the 
wav back to the 1948 -49 recessio n 
and look at 27 distinct reco v eries, to 
find a recessio n bottom and a high in 
unemplo y ment at the same time. 
What happens? A combination of 
things. 


Capital inv estment for machine 
tools, facto ries, etc., is an immense 
contributor to prosperity . Business­ 
es usually continue to reduce capital 
ex penditures and cut other co sts 
long after the bottom of the reces­ 
sio n—a bottom frequently unreco g­ 
nized at the time of the bottom and 
usually disputed. Actually , the bot­ 
tom is seldo m seen ex cept in hind­ 
sight. 
Also, many businesses can in­ 
crease their iow production for a 
surprisingly long time without hir­ 
ing any body . Mechanization has ex ­ 
tended this time lag 
Business failures, too. play a sad 
part. So me reco v eries actually bring 
increases in failures. Many busi­ 
nesses cannot liv e through the slow 
pickup. Also the cuts in o v erhead 
and marginal personnel persist a 
long while. 
No, 
regarding 
unemplo y ment, 
the bottom of recessio ns simply do 
not co me like the dov e from Noah's 
Ark to signal that all is o v er. 
Ev entually , of co urse, unemplo y ­ 
ment drops as a reco v ery pro ceeds. 
But when, oh, when0 This is the ago ­ 
nizing questio n, in spite of all that 
President Ford and Congress may 
do. 
I leav e now for abroad—to write 
from Europe during the co ming 
weeks—and glad as alway s to be 
home when I get back

Not that the resistance is all that 
dedicated. Traditio nally co mmittee 
thinking has been, as one house 
staffer say s, to “ take a billion or two 
off to show the folks at home 
they ’re working hard, but o therwise 
go alo ng.” The thinking of the co m­ 
mittee majo rities, a large propor­ 
tion of which are also members of 
the military reserv es, is that the na­ 
tion can t afford to skimp on national 
defense The Pentagon max imizes 
this sy mpathy , say s budget critic 
and fo rmer Army Lt. Col. Ed King, 
by “ telling the co mmittee members 
all the things that'll scare bejabbers 
out of them, but say ing nothing more 
than that.” 


Besides the scare tactics, the 
Pentago n uses a kind of do mestic 
pacificatio n program to co nv ince 
the respectiv e co mmittees. Mem­ 
bers are regularly inv ited to top se­ 
cret briefings, showered with per­ 
sonal attentio n, and treated to co ck 
tail parties, dinners and so me other 
portions of the good life the military 
budget brings a bout 
In fairness, it must be said that 
so me members o f the joint co mmit­ 
tees are not easily impressed A few 
do make almo st heroic effo rts to 
slice through the propaganda But 
it’s far from easy . The amount of 
relev ant information on a single 
item o f the budget could o ccupy a 
member’s time for a month; no one 
can spare the hours. “ About the best 
they could do, if they wanted to ,” 
say s South Dako ta’s Geo rge McGov ­ 
ern. “ would be to simply figure the 
budget is alway s 5 to 10 per cent too 
h ig h and lop o ff the o bv io us.’

WASHINGTON (NEA)- 
Presi­ 
dent Ford's economic adv isers are 
known to believ e gov ernment regu­ 
lations may cost co nsumers $15 bil­ 
lion a y ear. 
That’s $264 for 197 5 for a family of 
four. 
Less efficient producers are pro­ 
tected. Efficient firms make undue 
profits. The public pay s higher pric­ 
es. Wasteful practices are enco ur­ 
aged. So me regions and users are 
fav ored o v er others. 
Mr. Ford's Council of Eco no mic 
Adv isers has co me up with these 
glaring ex amples: 
Local ex perience in California 
and Tex as with minimal controls 
suggests that as a result of ex cessiv e 
federal regulation, interstate air 
passengers may be pay ing as much 
as 65 per cent more than necessary 
in so me cases. The o v erall national 
ex cess co st to the public may add up 
to around $300 million a y ear. 
Unnecessary numbers of flights 
and aircraft o perating on so me 
routes, again a direct result of 
greater-than-needed regulatio n, 
co sts us dearly in imported fuel. 
Regulatio ns fo rce railroads and 
truckers to fav or so me regions, pe­ 
nalize o thers, giv e special rates to 
so me users, charge more to o thers to 
make up for the lo ss. Machinery , for 
ex ample, is regularly charged far 
more than the actual cost of trans­ 
port by rail, while crude ores get by 
with rates that do n’t enable the lines 
to meet ex penses. Because the rail­ 
roads hav e been fo rced to keep un­ 
pro fitable routes in operation far 
longer than necessary , they ’v e had 
to charge custo mers more on other 
runs. 
Regulatio ns which force freight 
car rental charges well below fair 
cost enco urage inefficient use. For 
one. rail box cars, on the av erage, 
mo v e only one hour in eight. Ship­ 
pers hold them as wareho uses; other 
lines take their sweet time in re­ 
turning this equipment to the proper 
owTiers. These practices disco urage 
well-managed roads from inv esting 
capital in modern cars which quick­ 
ly slip out of their control for long 
periods. 
Anti-trust 
ex em ptio ns allo w 
truckers to agree on rates in secret. 
Interstate Co mmerce Commission 
routing pro cedures force absurd in­ 
efficien cies. Go v ernment co ntro l 
ov er entry of new trucking firms into 
interstate business disco urages ri­ 
v alry . 
The abuses are not all in trans­ 
portation or in the federal agencies. 
Many state, city and county go v ­ 
ernments agree to price fix ing in 
real estate settlement and other le­ 
gal fees. State laws regularly pre­ 
v ent co mpetitio n in a v ariety of pro­ 
fessio nal serv ices. Fair trade laws 
in many states prev ent retailers 
from selling goods below the sug­ 
gested retail prices set by manufac­ 
turers. 
Higher than necessary markups 
are not the only price we pay for 
o v er-regulating industry . 
ICC regulatio ns hav e probably 
contributed significantly toward the 
bankruptcy of sev eral rail carriers 
in the no theastern part of the co un­ 
try . 
Arbitrary ceilings on what inter­ 
est banks and sav ings and loan asso ­ 
ciatio ns may pay depo sito rs has 
tended to shriv el the funds av ailable 
for home mo rtgages and industry in 
recent y ears, thus has helped bring 
on the current recessio n. 
Regulation of gas has created 
chronic and growing sho rtages in 
the regulated interstate market. 
This sho rtage, in turn, has led to in­ 
creased imports of oil. 
The problem is that regulatio ns, 
o nce established, ev en those put into 
effect for v ery good reaso ns, beco me 
more rigid with time. They ’re not 
eliminated when the co st to the pub­ 
lic beco mes prohibitiv e or when the 
regulatio ns themselv es begin to en­ 
co urage the v ery ev ils they were 
written to prev ent.

westbound 
driv ers are faced with four po ssible 
left turns to be made in heav y traf­ 
fic, with no prov ision for a special 
left-turn lane at each intersectio n 
which is a high accident area. 
These turnoffs are at Henson 


Subdiv isio n, Sinnissippi Mental 
Health Center and Moore’s Mobile 
Home Park, Green Acres Mobile 
Home Park and Mullery Ford, and 
Sauk Valley College. 
Eastbo und driv ers leav e Sterling 
on a four-lane road which ex tends 
almo st to a special left-turn lane for 
tho se go ing to Emerald Hill or the 
driv e-in theater. 
Tho se eastbound driv ers whose 
destinatio ns are SVC or Moore’s Mo­ 
bile Home Park are prov ided with 
special right-turn lanes. 
What is bey ond our co mprehen­ 
sion is why the DOT has prov ided 
special right-turning lanes at these 
intersectio ns but westbound trav el­ 
ers must literally put their phy sical 
well-being on the line when faced 
with making left turns at the inter­ 
sectio ns where no special turning 
lanes are prov ided. 
It seems clear to the mo st non­ 
pro fessio nal o bserv er, it is the left- 
turning driv ers who need safety pro­ 
tectio n in ex ecuting the ex its from 
111. 2, not tho se who make right turns 
to do so. 


Traffic safety engineers at the 
DOT know better than this writer 
does that left turns on open high­ 
way s are mo re dangero us to nego ­ 
tiate than right-hand turns. 
We can only ask again why west­ 
bound driv ers are saddled with be­ 
ing in mo re dangero us traffic situa­ 
tions than the eastbound trav elers. 
A further puzzlement about the 
inequity for personal safety is co m­ 
pounded at the entrances to Green 
Acres Mobile Home Park and Mul­ 
lery Ford where no special right 
turning lanes are pro v ides as are at 
SVC and Mo o re’s. 
We wonder why the state has so 
much better prov ided for the safety 
o f eastbo und trav elers than those 
go ing west and how long this inequi­ 
ty will continue. 
We are talking about the personal 
safety o f tho se trav eling west from 
Dix on to intermediate points befo re 
reaching Sterling. 
So meo ne in state go v ernment 
should address himself to this ineq­ 
uity and set about to co rrect it.

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G oo d b ye DDT, 
hello BT 
In recent y ears, armies of spruce 
budworms, gy psy moths and tusso ck 
mo ths—each as fo rmidable as Phar­ 
ao h’s plague of lo custs—hav e been 
attacking the natio n’s fo rests. 
Time was when the problem 
could be handled by aerial spray ing 
with DDT. But while it controlled the 
pests and sav ed trees, DDT was also 
harmful to other insects and animals 
and was banned in 1967 . 
Control of the winged raiders be­ 
came so mething of a scramble after 
that, with different regio ns using 
different techniques with uncertain 
degrees of effectiv eness at best. 
Now co mes the news that chem­ 
ists hav e iso lated one of nature’s 
own o rganisms that could be mass 
produced and harnessed in fighting 
the forest pests. 
Bacillus Thuringiensis, or “ BT,” 
is a bacterium that is deadly only to 
lepido ptero us insects, the order that 
includes mo ths, and is not harmful 
to any other form o f life. Moreov er, 
birds and other predators are said to 
thriv e on larv ae that hav e ingested 
BTs. 
In Maine, where fiv e-millin acres 
of fo rest are infested with spruce 
budworm, the state’s Department of 
Conserv ation has asked the legisla­ 
ture for $13 million to spray the trees 
with BTs. The U.S. Fo rest Serv ice 
has approv ed the use of “ Dipel,” 
manufactured by Abbot Laborator­ 
ies, as a BT for effectiv e spray ing. 
Howev er, any BT, so mewhat like 
any penicillin, is said to be able to do 
the job.

A co lumn of Tom Tiede’s, pub­ 
lished before last fall’s electio n, 
made a v ery stro ng attack against 
Meldrim Thomson, gov ernor of New 
Hampshire, since re-elected go v er­ 
nor o f the Granite State, the only 
state of the 5 0 without an inco me or 
sales tax . 
As the publisher of New Hamp­ 
shire’s largest daily newspaper for 
almo st 30 y ears, I am grateful for 
this opportunity prov ided by the 
Newspaper Enterprise Asso ciatio n 
to reply to Mr. Tiede and giv e so me 
facts about Mel Thomson, one of 
the unique political figures on the 
U.S. po litical scene. 
Gov ernor Thomson is an anathe­ 
ma to the po liticians in New Hamp­ 
shire. He prefers not to pass out co n­ 
tracts to the po liticians or make ap­ 
po intments at the ex pense of the 
general public. The liberals also dis­ 
like him because of his insistence on 
the basic mo ralities, patrio tism and 
religio n. 
Elected as gov ernor two y ears 
ago on an eco no my platfo rm, he re­ 
fused to accept a $12,5 00 salary in­ 
crease prov ided by the Legislature. 
He said that eco no my in the state 
go v ernment should first begin with 
the go v erno r. The go v erno r’s o ffice 
needed a refurbishing and Gov ernor 
Thomson did so at his ex pense in 
spite of the fact that while financial­ 
ly co mfo rtable, he is not a wealthy 
or rich man. 
Gov ernor Thomson has kept his 
eco no my pledge. Official polls indi­ 
cate the per capita burden of tax es in 
New Hampshire is the lo west in the 
natio n 
This m iracle has been 
achiev ed with scho o ls, roads and 
o ther serv ices just as good or better 
than tho se supplied to citizens in ad­ 
jo ining states o f Vermo nt and 
Maine. Both tho se states hav e sales 
and inco me tax es 
Mr. Tiede’s remark, “ He has 
threatened to go to war with neigh 
boring states o v er borders and other 
disputes,” is hardly accurate. There 
was simply a v igorous dispute be­ 
tween the lo bstermen of Maine and 
New Hampshire o v er the ix irder be­ 


tween the two states. This has now 
been decided by mutual agreement 
between the two states. 
Mr. Tiede say s that the go v erno r 
“ refused to allow autho rities to re­ 
mo v e fiv e battered children from a 
fo ster ho me because o f his v iew that 
foster parents are all ‘patrio tic’.” 
Not so. Neighbo rs, the lo cal minister 
and other respo nsible people in the 
co mmunity asserted that the chil­ 
dren were well taken care o f by the 
fo ster parents. The children them­ 
selv es asked to be allo wed to remain 
as a family unit in that v ery same 
foster ho me. Based on this info rma­ 
tion and the desires of the children, 
the go v erno r forbade the welfare de­ 
partment mo v ing the children. 
Mr. Tiede further charged that 
the go v erno r had bankrupted a liter­ 
ary magazine. The go v ernor simply 
would not allo w state funds to be giv ­ 
en a magazine which published an 
o bscene, v ulgar and disgusting 
poem. The attorney general o f New 
Hampshire, not appointed by the 
go v erno r, supported the go v erno r in 
this mo v e. 
Mr. Tiede accused the gov ernor 
of “ repeatedly referring to ho mo ­ 
sex uals as perv erts from which the 
public needs pro tectio n.” That is a 
true statement. The amazing thing 
is that Mr. Tiede should assume 
there is any thing wrong with this 
statement. We believ e the go v er­ 
no r’s position against so do mites is 
representativ e of at least 95 per cent 
of American public opinion. 
Mr. Tiede attacks New Hamp­ 
shire as hav ing beliefs “ rooted in the 
v alues of the 17 th century .” Good 
v alues in any century are still good 
v alues. Science makes changes in 
information as man’s kno wledge ex ­ 
pands but truth, lo y alty , freedo m, 
honesty and thrift hav e been v alued 
since the time of Christ and are still 
good v alues. 
The readers of this article in o th­ 
er states, we believ e, would be hap­ 
py to hav e a thrifty go v erno r who 
liv es the simple life without pre­ 
tense. Mrs. Thomson, unless she is 
holding so me large o fficial affair, 
cares for the go v erno r’s mansion 
and co o ks the go v erno r’s and her 
own meals 


Mrs. Thomson makes light of the 
work co nnected with her famo us 
pancake breakfasts for 10 legislato rs 
each legislativ e m o rning. New 
Hampshire has 424 members of its 
House and Senate and is thus the 
third largest legislativ e body in the 
English-speaking 
wo rld. 
Mrs. 
Thomson say s, “ We hav e six chil­ 
dren and it is not unusual for them to 
bring alo ng guests at mealtimes, so I 
often coo ked breakfast for at least 10 
people. There is nothing new about 
that.” 


Incidentally , the maple sy rup 
serv ed at tho se breakfasts is made 
by the go v erno r himself. The go v er­ 
nor’s fav o rite recreatio n is working 
on his Mt. Cube Farm either in the 
sugar bush or in his fields. 


Mrs. Thomson has been known to 
shell peas from the Thomson garden 
for lunch for cabinet o fficers as she 
sits on the back seat of the go v er­ 
nor’s car driv ing down from the 
farm to the go v erno r’s mansion in 
Concord while the go v ernor does his 
work in the front seat. 


So we might end by asking Mr. 
Tiede: “ What’s wrong with an hon­ 
est, thrifty , simple-liv ing go v ernor 
who has giv en the state ho nest, eco ­ 
no mical go v ernment so that New 
Hampshire today is the only state in 
the nation without a sales or inco me 
tax 9 ”

are a few who can do both But, 
mostly, Hollywood actors are 
pigeon-holed in one art form or 
the other. 
Generally. 
TV actors 
say 
they would give anything for a 
shot at a movie. Theoretically, 
there’s more class to movies, 
often more money, more time 
in the shooting so the results 
are generally a little better 
Karen Valentine, who may be 
the cutest (in the nice sense of 
the word) thing to come down 
the road since June Allyson, 
has had her first movie fling. 
And she’s very happy to be 
back in television. 
It was the old Room 222 series 
that made Karen Valentine a 
household name. And she be­ 
cam e An Actress In Demand. 
There were lots of offers for her 
services. 
She took one for a movie, be­ 
cause, after all, doesn’t every 
girl want to be a movie sta r9 
She had never made a movie 
and figured she owed herself 
one shot at the golden world of 
movies. 
So she signed to play opposite 
Jose 
Ferrer 
in 
“ e’Lollipo 
(Originally an Ely Landau Or­ 
ganization p roject, “ e ’Lolli- 
pop” is being distributed by a 
South African company, Film 
Trust Ltd., with Andre Pieterfe 
as producer.) 
The added excitement was 
that it was going to be filmed in 
Africa. A movie! And a free, 
all-expenses paid trip to Africa, 
besides! 
Wow! But the wow turned to 
“ ugh.” 
“ It was the longest 
eight 
weeks of my life,” Karen says. 
She learned a lot about life 


over there. She learned some 
facts about the South Africa 
aparth eid p olicies, for one 
thing 
There was one black 
South African actor who told 
her how, during his previous 
film, he had to sleep in a car be­ 
cause there were no provision 
for putting up the black actors. 
She also learned a lesson in 
the movie industry pecking or­ 
der. One of the stars was a dog. 
Because the dog was important 
it had its own chair. Some of the 
lesser actors had to sit on the 
ground between shots. 
Above all, she learned that 
the added time, which m akes 
movies artistically superior, al­ 
so m akes actors bored Maybe 
that wouldn’t have mattered 
too much had she been in some 
exciting location but they were 
shooting in someplace called 
Himeville. 
“ Himeville has one store,” 
she says. “ That’s all. For a lot 
of fun you had to drive 1 0 miles 
to Underburg where there were 
four stores.” 
When the eight weeks were 
up Karen Valentine fled back to 
Hollywood where her new tele­ 
vision series for ABC awaited 
her. She was delighted to be 
back in TV, and in Hollywood, 
where there are a lot more than 
four stores. 
Since Room 222 she’s been a 
target for TV producers, who 
figured on capitalizing on her 
talent, beauty and appeal and 
building a series around her. 
She has made several pilots 
which, for one reason or anoth­ 
er, didn’t make it. 
Now one has come along 
which has sold and she says 
she’s glad things worked out as 
they did This one which ABC is 
calling Karen airs on Thursday 
nights. It is, she says, "a situa-

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tion comedy with some meat on 
its bones.” 
She plays a young worker in 
Washington, employed by a do- 
good outfit called Open Ameri­ 
ca, modeled loosely on N ader’s 
Raiders.

222, it’s a girl who does som e­ 
thing. 
And she’s happy about the 
people who are putting the show 
together—the men (Gene Rey­ 
nolds and Larry Gelbart) who 
made M-A-S-H what it is, prob­ 
ably TV’s funniest show. 
They shot for several days in 
Washington doing the main ti­ 
tles and some scenes that could 


be inserted in later episodes 
(Washington, too, was better 
than Himeville or Underburg). 
They even shot some foot­ 
a g e —sneakily—on the Capitol 
step s, 
which 
is 
officially 
frowned upon. 
“ This is a good time to do a 
show with a Washington set­ 
ting,” Karen says. ‘‘I think 
Washington has been pretty 
funny lately.” 
All in all, this seem s to be a 
good year for the little girl from 
northern 
California. 
Besides 
her own new show she has be­ 
gun making guest appearances 
on variety shows. She was on 
Bing Crosby’s Christm as show 
and she’s booked for Mac Da- 


vis’ show and her chance to sing 
is poetic justice. 
She sang and exhibited a very 
pleasant voice. And this pleases 
her because, as a high school 
girl, she got a D in mixed chor­ 
us.

“ watches one of my variety ap­ 
pearances.” 
Also making life pleasant for 
Karen these days is a romance. 
She’s “ going steady” with Jon 
Hager, one of the Hager Twins 
of Hee-Haw, and an eventual 
m arriage is possible. 
She and her first husband.

The de e pe ning re ce ssion, if 
not ye t de pre ssion, in which we 
now find ourse lve s may be 
diffe re nt in one way. This time 
e conomic slowdown is accom­ 
panie d by inflation, which 
me ans it is e xpe nsive — $3 or 
more pe r ticke t — for the public 
to find that e scape . But, balan­ 
cing that, this time we have 
te le vision which is still fre e , or 
ne arly so. 
So Hollywood, while not e x­ 
actly 
looking 
forw ard 
to 
de pre ssion, is not as te rrifie d as 
many othe r industrie s. 
“ The re ’s an Upturn at the box 
office ,” says F aram ount’s 
Robin Fre nch. 
He be lie ve s that the movie 
produce rs will turn, as the y did 
in ’29- 35, to lighte r fare — com­ 
e die s, farce s, high adve nture — 
to he lp the public forge t its 
fiscal woe s. 
“ We will try to make more 
films which are upbe at rathe r 
than downbe at,” he says. 
But Hollywood, like all othe r 
industrial ce nte rs, is face d with 
rising costs. The moguls don’t 
be lie ve — ye t — that this will 
have a se rious e ffe ct. Budge ts 
are highe r but so are box office 
re ce ipts. 
The re is alre ady a cost-cutting 
tre nd. To avoid the high cost of 
building se ts, more and more 
films are be ing shot on location. 
Whe re a script calls for a crowd 
of 400e xtras, the y make do with 
300. Since the major cost of 
making a movie is the time it 
take s to film , the y are at­ 
te mpting to plan films more 
care fully which should cut the 
re quire d shooting time . 
So 
inflation-de pre s s ion 
should not 
have any gre at 
im m e diate 
e ffe ct 
on 
the 
product which will be available 
at your ne ighborhood the ate r. 
Film companie s are basically 
he althy at the mome nt and 
the re should be a continuing 
supply of quality movie s in the 
fore se e able future . 
Te le vision 
is 
anothe r 
proble m. The TV produce rs are 
more imme diate ly affe cte d by 
rising costs and the n, too. the y 
must se ll the ir product on a 
marke t place (the ne tworks) 
which must, in turn, se ll the m 
to sponsors. 
The cost of e ve rything is ris­ 
ing dram atically. Ne twork 
shows cost more — for e xam­ 
ple , the dire ctor of an hour 
show use d to ave rage $3,000, 
now he ge ts $5,000 The fe e s for 
writing have rise n from $4.500 
to $6,000. 


Si) the make rs of TV se rie s 
want to ge t more from the 
ne tworks and 
the 
ne tworks 
naturally are asking more for 
the ir time from the sponsors. 
And the re is re sistance all 
along this te nuous chain. 
One big supplie r, Scre e n 
Ge ms, part of Warne r Bros., in­ 
form e d the ne tworks the y 
would go out of busine ss if the y 
we re not paid more . 
Naturally, the ne tworks will 
pay more for shows that are 
prove n succe sse s but the y are 
re luctant whe n it come s to 
we ake r shows. 


“ It’s Russian roule tte ,” says 
Ivan Goff, of the Ivan Goff-Be n 
Robe rts te am who make CBS’ 
Mannix. “ If you have e nough 
clout, you can de mand more 
mone y.” 
Many shows are produce d at a 
de ficit in hope s that it will be a 
long-running succe ss. That way 
it be come s a syndicate d show 
afte r four or five ye ars on the 
ne twork and that’s whe re the 
big mone y is. 
“ It’s 
possible 
to 
lose 
$2 
m illion,” says Be n Robe rts, 
“ with a hit ove r thre e ye ars, if 
it doe sn’t work in syndication.” 
Goff and Robe rts, to cut cor­ 
ne rs, are doing more and more 
location 
film ing 
to 
avoid 
building se ts. The y fore cast a 
rise in shows like The Waltons 
and L ittle House On the Prairie 
which are basically 
one -se t 
shows and ine xpe nsive . 


The y also say the re will be 
fe w e xpe rim e nts like Born 
Fre e , which was filme d in 
Africa. Transportation costs on 
that re ache d more than a half­ 
million. 
What w ill you be se e ing on 
your home scre e n for the dura­ 
tion of inflation-de pre ssion? 
“ I don’t be lie ve ,” says NBC’s 
busine ss affairs vice -pre side nt 
A1 Rush, “ that it will come to 
nothing 
but 
game 
shows. 
(Game shows are the che ape st 
form of TV programming.) A 
hybrid form may e volve offe r­ 
ing more shows on tape than 
film be cause tape is che ape r. 
The public may not e ve n be 
aware of the change s.” 
He thinks that the compe ti­ 
tion be twe e n ne tworks is so 
strong that it will force the m all 
to continue high standards of 
programming. The battle for 
the adve rtise rs’ 
mone y will 
make the m continue to strive 
for quality. 
The ke y the re is whe the r or 
not the adve rtise rs will be able 
to foot the bill. 
“ In some ways,” Rush says, 
“ we ’re like the auto industry. 
The car make rs raise d price s — 
as we ’ve be e n doing — but 
nobody bought the high-price d 
cars.

cellaneous, but important tips 
to k eep in mind: 
Talk ing to y our plants isn’t 
mandatory It is far more im ­ 
portant to provide proper light, 
check for cramped conditions 
and bugs, wash the leaves, 
remove dead leaves, water and 
fertilize 
Avoid pretty faces 
The 
aphelandra squarrosa louisae 
or zebra plant has spectacular 
shiny green leaves, strik ingly 
veined in white 
Its beauty 
mak es it a big seller but it is 
almost impossible to maintain 
at home It needs tropical con­ 
ditions — up to 60 per cent 
humidity — to live 
Tak e hanging plants down at 
least once a month for close in­ 
spection When they are hard to 
inspect daily it is easy to miss 
bugs And don’t hang them too 
close to the ceiling Poor air 
circulation can cause death, 
when y ou thought 
y ou had 
tak en all proper steps to insure 
good health 
Glass magnifies and inten­ 
sifies heat 
Don’t rest leaves 
against window glass where 
they can burn or wilt from m-

use my bath salts jars for nuts 
but cannot seem to get the 
sweet flower-lik e odor out of 
them W'hat can I do to remedy 
this?

DEAR POLLY - Lisa can 
doubtless remove the m ark s 
made by a permanent felt-tip­ 
ped m ark er from her laminated 
plastic table top by spray ing 
the m ark s with a spray laundry 
pre-cleaner or by apply ing dry 
cleaning fluid containing nap- 
tha. Rub lightly with a soft 
cloth. 1 have found that such 
m ark s often can be removed 
from wall surfaces (painted 
with latex or enamel) by using 
this spray . Again rub lightly 
with a soft cloth, rinse and dry .

DEAR POLLY — My Pointer 
is for those living where out­ 
door watering is restricted. In 
our town we can only water 
evfcry other day during the 
summer. Tomatoes and other 
y oung growing plants really 
need daily water. I took several 
large cans (No. 30 frozen fruit 
or lard cans) in which I had 
made small holes in the bot­ 
toms, filled these cans in the 
house and carried them out to 
my garden space. This allowed 
the water to seep around the 
thirsty plants on day s when 1 
could not turn the hose on. No 
water was wasted and not near­ 
ly so much was used as when 
the hose was turned on so 1 felt 
justified. — MABEL

B ernard J. O’Brien, 45, of Oak 
P ark , county zoning adm inis­ 
trato r since 1965. 
Fü lle was charged on eight 
counts of lying to a federal 
grand jury, filing false income 
tax returns and extorting m on­ 
ey from an owner in the World 
Football League.

D em ocrat, 
was 
charged 
in

17-count 
in­ 
dictm ent with 12 counts of ex­ 
tortion and five of falsifying in­ 
com e tax returns. 
O’B rien, was charged with in­ 
com e tax violations.

The 
money allegedly was paid for 
rezoning of a 9 6-acre tract in 
Northfield, owned by Origer 
and his building com pany. 
After the county board voted 
to approve rezoning, which in 
m ost cases was from single 
fam ily to m ultifam ily, the val­ 
ue of the land nearly tripled. 
Thompson said O riger, who 
will be a governm ent witness, 
“ was the victim in this case” 
and is not crim inally liable. 
In another extortion charge, 
Fü lle is accused of receiving 
$20,000 in cash from Sellergren, 
Inc., for rezoning of 66 acres of 
land in Palatine.

R. Kinney, Ronald A. Riechert 
and John Daley, a cousin of 
M ayor R ichard J. Daley, in the 
rezoning of a 66-acre mobile 
home park . 
Bonk also was charged with 
falsifying income tax returns 
from 1968 through 1972. 
Thompson said O’B rien’s in­ 
dictm ent was unrelated to those 
of Fulle and Bonk .

E ach extortion count carries 
a possible penalty of up to 20 
years in prison and a $10,000 
fine.

SAN FRANCISCO (A P )- The Oak 
land A's seem to be a feuding and fussing 
group of baseball players except when 
cashing World Series checks. 
The sport’s year-old salary arbitra­ 
tion system has contributed to the hard 
feelings, according to owner Charles 0 
Finley, who beat pitcher Ken Holtzman 
in the first 1975 case settled 
‘it does not build up good relations." 
said Finley, who lost five of nine cases 
last season before evening the over-all 
score with the Holtzman case victory an­ 
nounced Thursday. 
Reliever Rollie Fingers and Finley 
were scheduled to face each other over 
the arbitration table today, barring a 
prior outside settlement 
Five ot tbe 13 Oakland players wno 
filed to take their salary disputes to arbi­ 


tration settled with Finley before their 
scheduled hearings, including pitcher Vi­ 
da Rlue and outfielder Rill North in last- 
minute decisions Thursday. 
Joe Rudi and Gene Tenace signed 
contracts Wednesday night and relief 
pitcher Paul Lindblad agreed to terms 
earlier in the week 


No contract terms were announced, 
but Rudi and Rlue are believed to be in 
the $75.000 range, with Tenace and Lind- 
blad on lower scale after getting slight 
raises 


Elsewhere in major league baseball, 
pitcher Pat Dobson of the New York Yan­ 
kees, outfielders Cesar Geronimo and 
George Foster of the Cincinnati Reds and 
pitcher Don Carrithers of the Montreal 
Expos reached similar compromises, 
signing contracts rather than going to ar­ 
bitration as planned 


Holtzman was one of the A s five win­ 
ning players m arbitration last year and 
sought a $19.000 raise to $112,000 this 
time. Rut the arbitrator went with Fin­ 
ley. who argued that Holtzman s 19-17 
record in 1974. after a 21-13 mark the 
previous season, did not entitle the left­ 
hander to a raise. 


"One of the minuses about arbitra­

I ’m sure there must be some plus- 
ses—is that I have to sit there and tell a 
player, in front of a lot of other people, 
why he shouldn’t get a raise, all his short­ 
comings.” Finley said

Rozelle tries to stop NFL thieves

year when the economy wasn’t 
their biggest problem, a record 
number 
National 
Football 
League teams lost money. 
Ticket prices rose again, sta­ 
diums were filled in 
many 
areas. And so how did some 
eight to 12 teams finish in the 
red when only one or two did 
the year before? 
Figuring that out is one job 
facing Alvin Ray “ Pete” Ro­ 
zelle. 
Rozelle, who discussed the 
problems in an interview , sees 
the lifting of the television 
blackout, the player strike and 
the World Football League’s in 
trusion as the thieves in the 
1974 N FL's treasury. 
"The economy doesn’t rate 
very high on our list of prob- 
lems,” said the commissioner 
who has three major court 
cases bothering him "It seems 
that people will always save a 
little money out to give them 
some release, to help combat 
their depression over the econo­ 
my .” 
But ticket prices are rising 
Rozelle fears no-shows are be­ 
coming no-buyers, that more 
and more stadiums will be less 
than full and that the sport will 
lose its mystique as something 
one guy should buy because ev­ 
erybody else does 
And he feels a settlement in 
the player management battle 
over freedom and salines must 


come soon. 
Each of the league’s 26 teams 
had its television revenue in 
creased by more than $500,000 
this year, to about $2 5 million 
each, but that did not stem the 
tide of the worsening economy. 
One reason was the W FL 
Rozelle estimated “ the sala­ 
ries as a league la.si year might 
have gone up as high as 35 to 
40 per cent,” mostly as a result 
of clubs reacting to the W F L ’s 
raids 
There were other factors, and 
they combined to force ticket 
prices higher, to an average of 
$7 59 each. 
Rozelle said he would not be 
able to tell until the end of the 
fiscal year how many of the 
league’s 26 teams lost money. 
But, he confirmed reports it 
would be more than eight, per 
haps as high as 12 
Rozelle said the league's eco 
nomic strength has been what 
he calls its somewhat sociahs 
tic structure TV money is di 
vided equally; visiting teams 
get 40 per cent of every gate 
“ The reason for that is so 
that the game is put on a level 
of sportsmanship,” he said 
“ It’s not economics, hut it's 
management brains, coaching 
brains and playing talent that 
determine the winner ” 
But he sees dangers ahead 
and one »*1 the most immediate 
is what may happen it the L*h* 
vision blackout is not lifted He 
said no-shows in 1974. the sec 
ond year ot the congressionaily 
mandated t*nd to the blackout 


totaled 1,125.000 He said that 
was 100 per cent more no-shows 
than in 1972, the last year the 
N FL was able to enforce its 
blackout. 
Q: What is the major effect 
of the lifting of the blackout? 
A : Football no longer became 
a special thing to the public, 
and they found they weren’t us 
ing the tickets. So when they 
look at the budget ... at the 
end of the season they say. We 
didn’t use these tickets six out 
of seven times so I don’t think 
we need eight We'll go down to 
two or four ’ 
Rozelle said season ticket 
purchases 
had 
fallen 
off 
slightly and that he feared a 
continuation the anti-blackout 
law would eventually result in 
too many empty seats in sta­ 
diums. 
“ When you become a studio 
show and your event is not im 
portant enough to have a body 
in that seat, pretty soon it’s not
